Army and Navy hall, Cleveland. The 
society is organized for insurance pur­ 
poses, and up to the present time has 
rejected saloon keepers as bad risks. 
A few months ago branch 16, lo­ 
cated in Cincinnati, started an agita­ 
tion in favor of the admission of sa- 
loonists. The different branches were 
canvassed, 
and 
the 
matter 
was 
brought to the attention of the execu­ 
tive committee. 
Thence it was car­ 
ried to the state convention. 
When the proposition to change the 
laws for the benefit of the liquor dealJ 
er was read Wednesday It brought out 
a storm of protests, led by Dr. Law­ 
less, of Toledo, who showed many re*- 
sons why men who sell liquor 
are 
bad risks for insurance 
companies. 
Frequent reference was made to the 
moral side of the question, the state­ 
ment being made that the church was 
against the liquor traffic. 
When a vote was taken it was near­ 
ly unanimous against the admission of 
saloon keepers.

Officers of the miners’ union estim a te 
tha t the organization has a ca sh bal­ 
ance of $1,000,000 In the treasury with 
which to conduct the strike. 
In their demands the miners ask the 
correction of many evils, the more im­ 
portant of whicii are the following;

“ The result of these considerations 
is tha t unless there is such a general 
expression by the powers in favor of 
continued occupation a s to modify the 
views expressed by the governm ent of 
Russia and lead i o a general agreement 
for continued occupation, we shall give 
instructions to the commander of the 
American forces in China to withdra w 
our troops from Peking afte? due con­ 
ference with the other commanders as 
to tim e and netm er of withdra wa l.’’ 
General Chaffee wa s made acquaint­ 
ed with the a ltitude of the govern­ 
ment. and wa s directed to hold him­ 
self in readiness 
to 
withdraw 
his 
troops. 
The sending of further sup­ 
plies to him has been stopped, and he 
now a w a its hut the signa l from W a sh­ 
ington to begin his movement.

J O S E P H 
H. O IT H W A IT E . 


J oseph H. Outhwaite of Columbus was born in Clev eland, Ohio, Dec. 5, 
18 41, and was educated in the public schools of Zanesv ille, and taught for 
two years in the high school of that city, and for three years subsequently 
was principal of the grammar school in Columbus. 
He was admitted to 
the bar in 18 66, and practiced law at Osceola, Missouri, from 18 67 to 18 7 1, 
when he returned to Columbus, and became a leading attorney. 
He was 
elected prosecuting attorney of Franklin county in 18 7 4, and re-elected In 
18 7 6, and held many local offices of trust in later years. 
In 18 8 4 he was elected as a Democrat on the tariff reform issue to the 
Forty-ninth congress from the Thirteenth district, Franklin, Fairfield, Hock­ 


ing and Pickaway counties, and was re-elected in 18 8 6 from the Thlrtecatb 
district, then composed of Franklin, Fairfield, Hocking and Perry; elected 
from the same district in 18 8 8 to the Fifty-first, and was elected to the 
Fifty-second in 189 0 from the Ninth district, Franklin, Madison and Pick­ 
away, and was elected a fifth time in 18 9 2 from the Twelfth district, Franklif 
and Fairfield. 
He played a conspicuous part in congress during the ter 
years of his serv ice. 
He was appointed on the board of ordnance and fortifications by Presi 
dent Clev eland, and still retains that position. 
In 18 9 6 he disagreed with thi 
leaders of his party on the money question, and supported J ohn M. Palmei 
for the presidency on the single gold standard platform. 


J A C O B ROMEIS. 
J acob Romeis of Toledo was born in Weisenbach, Kingdom of Bav aria., 
Germany, Dec. 1, 18 35. 
He attended the v .llage schools until April, 1847 , 
when he migrated with his parents to the United States, and attended the 
public schools in Buffalo, New York, until 18 50. 
He remov ed from Buffalo 
to Toledo, and in 1856 engaged in railroad and shipping business. 
He was 
elected to the board of alderman of Toledo in 187 4 and 18 7 6, and was presi­ 
dent of the board in 18 7 7 . 
In 187 9 he was elected mayor of the city and 
re-elected in 18 8 1, and again in 18 8 3. 
He was elected, as a Republican, to the Forty-ninth congress in 18 8 4 
from the Tenth district, Lucas, Erie, Ottawa and Sandusky counties, and 
re-elected to the Fiftieth from the Tenth district in 18 8 6, composed of the 
counties of Lucas, Erie, Ottawa and Sandusky. 


ELIHU 
S. WILLIAMS. 
Captain Elihu S. W illiams of Troy was born in Bethel township, Clark 
county, Ohio, J an. 24, 18 35. 
He attended the common schools and Antioch 
college; read law in Dayton and was admitted to the bar. 
He enlisted as 
a priv ate soldier in the Sev enty-first Ohio v olunteer infantry; commissioned 
first lieutenant Feb. 14, 1862; promoted to captain Feb. 10, 18 63, and assigned 
to the command of the military post at Carthage, Tennessee, where he 
remained until the close of the war. 
He was attorney general of the Sixth judicial district of Tennessee from 
April, 18 65, to 18 67 . 
In the latter years he was elected a member of the 
Tennessee house of representativ es and serv ed one term. 
He remov ed to 
Troy, Ohio, in J anuary, 18 7 5, and entered upon the practice of law, and 
afterward became interested in a newspaper. 
He was elected to the Fiftieth congress, as a Republican, in 18 8 6, from 
the Third district, Miami, Montgomery and Preble counties, and was re­ 
elected to the Fifty-first in 18 8 8 , from the same district. 
At the end of his 
congressional terms he resumed the practice of his profession at Troy, where 
he is still one the most activ e and prominent citizens of the city. 


C H ARLES II. GROSVEXOR. 
General Charles Henry Grosv enor of Athens was born in Pomfret, Wind^ 
ham county, Connecticut, Sept. 23, 1823, of distinguished Rev olutionary stock 
his grandfather, Francis Grosv enor, 
hav ing commanded the Second Con­ 
necticut regiment. 
His father, Peter 
Grosv enor, was major of the Tenth 
Connecticut in the war of 1812. 
In 1838 he came with his father to 
Athens county, Ohio. 
School facilities 
were limited, and young 
Grosv enor 
was compelled to pick up an education 
as opportunities offered in the sparsely 
settled 
neighborhood. 
He managed, 
howev er, to secure a fair 
education, 
and in 1857 was admitted to the bar, 
and became one of the most successful 
lawyers in Southern Ohio. 
He entered the military in J uly, 
18 61, and was mustered but in Nov em­ 
ber, 18 65. He was major, Lieutenant- 
colonel, colonel and brev et brigadier 
general and commanded a brigade at 
the battle of Nashv ille. 
He serv ed as a member of the Ohio 
House of Representativ es from 187 4 
to 18 7 8 , and was speaker of the house of representativ es during his second 
term. 
He has always been a Republican of the aggressiv e type. 
He was 
chosen presidential elector In 18 7 2 and 18 80, and was for many years a trus­ 
tee of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Orphans’ home at Xenia, Ohio. 
He was elected to the Forty-ninth congress in 1SS4 from the Fourteenth 
district, Athens, Gallia, Meigs, Morgan and Perry counties; to the Fiftieth, 
Hi 18 8 6, from the Fifteenth district, Athens, Meigs. Morgan, Washington 
and Monroe; to the Fifty-first, in 18 8 8 , from the same district; failed of a 
nomination, because of redistricting, in 18 9 0, and was elected to the Fifty- 
third, In 18 9 2, from the Elev enth district, consisting of Athens, Meigs, Vin­ 
ton, Ross, Hocking and Perry counties, and from the same district to the 
Fifty-fourth, in 189 4; the Fifty-fifth, in 18 9 6, and the Fifty-sixth, in 18 9 8 . 
During the last 10 years of the century he was one of the most influential 
Republican leaders from the middle states on the floor of the house. 


ISAAC H. TAYLOR. 
Isaac Hamilton Taylor of Carrollton was born near New Harrisburg, 
Carroll county, Ohio, April 18 , 18 40, and was educated in the public and 
academic schools, studied law and was admitted to the bar, and was clerk 
of the court of Carroll county from J anuary, 18 7 0, to February, 187 7 . 
He was elected to the Forty-ninth congress, as a Republican, in 18 8 4, 
from the Eighteenth district, Carroll, Columbiana, Harrison, J efferson and 
Mahoning counties, and serv ed one term. 
In 18 9 1 he was elected a judge 
of the court of common pleas for the Ninth judicial district, was re-elected 
ia 18 9 6. and holds that position in 18 9 9 , 'his second term extending to 19 01

He entered the m ilitary in July, 
1861, and was m ustered out in Novem­ 
ber, 1865. 
He was m ajor, Lieutenant- 
eelonel, colonel and brevet brigadier 
general and commanded a brigade at 
the battle of Nashville. 
He served as a member of the Ohio 
House of Representatives from 1874 
to 1878, and was speaker of the house of representatives during his second 
term . 
He has always been a Republican of the aggressive type. 
He was 
chosen presidential elector In 1872 and 1880, and was for m any years a tru s­ 
tee of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ O rphans’ home at Xenia, Ohio. 
He was elected to the F orty-ninth congress in ISSI from the Fourteenth 
district, Athens, Gallia, Meigs, Morgan and Perry counties; to the Fiftieth, 
ta 1886, from the Fifteenth district, Athens, Meigs, Morgan, W ashington 
and Monroe; to the Fifty-first, in 1888, from the same district; failed of a 
nom ination, because of redistricting, in 1890, and was elected to the Fifty- 
third, in 1892, from the Eleventh district, consisting of Athens, Meigs, Vin­ 
ton, Ross, Hocking and Perry counties, and from the same district to the 
Fifty-fourth, in 1894; the Fifty-fifth, in 1896, and the Fifty-sixth, in 1898. 
During the last IO years of the century he was one of the m ost influential 
Republican leaders from the middle states on the floor of the house.

the first half o f 189 9 , 172 ro ads rep o rted 
net earnings o f $155,750,000, and the 
first half o f the p resent y ear the net 
earnings amo u nt to ab o u t $187,000,000. 
This co mp ariso n is still stro nger when 
made and ex tended b ack fiv e y ears. The 
gain in b o th gro ss and net earnings 
fo r fiv e y ears makes a remarkab le ex ­ 
hib it.

and without a mom ent’s hesitation he 
grabbed the key to the business office, 
which hung in a convenient spot 
in 
the engine room, and working 
his 
way to the office, attem pted to tele­ 
phone to the 
fire station, but that it 
was impossible to arouse any one in 
either exchange. 
Bailey says he rang 
both phones a number of times, but 
received no answer. 
He left the 
office and went back 
to the 
factory. 
Mr. and Mrs. A. C. 
Bentley had been up almost all night 
with a sick child and saw the smoke 
almost immediately. 
Mr. Bentley is an employe of the 
ice plant and he always carries a key 
to the office. 
When his attention was attracted 
by the smoke he says he lost no time ; 
in hastening across the tracks to the 
office, intending to send in an alarm 
by telephone. He arrived only a few 
minutes after Bailey had been there, 
and although he and a colored man 
rang both telephones, he says 
they 
received no response to their repeated 
efforts. 
This all occurred before there was 
a sign of fire about the building, noth­ 
ing but smoke being visible. 
Some | 
time after George Brown and another 
colored boy had started for the 
fire 
station on a run Bailey says he made 
another attem pt to arouse the people 
in the telephone exchanges, and this 
time, long after the departm ent should , 
have been on the ground, he succeed- j 
cd in having the 
connection 
made, 
but by this tim e Brow n and his com -1 
panion had arrived at the fire station 
and the departm ent was just leaving. 
It is estim ated that a delay of at 
least 20 m inutes was occasioned 
by 
the inability of the men to send an 
alarm by telephone, and that in the 
case of a fire of this character 
20 
minutes would amount to a great deal. 
Manager Montgomery was seen to­ 
day and stated that it m ight be pos­ 
sible the calls were not answered, as 
It was a bad night for the telephone 
lines. 
He was summoned to the exchange 
about 3 o’clock in the morning and 
shortly afterw ard took charge of af­ 
fairs and the regular force retired.

OHIO IN CONGRESS 
FROM 1803 TO 1901. 
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JO S E P H 
H. OI TH WAI TE. 
Joseph H. Outhwaite of Columbus was born in Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 5, 
1841, and was educated in the public schools of Zanesville, and taught for 
two years in the high school of that city, and for three years subsequently 
was principal of the grammar school in Columbus. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1866, and practiced law at Osceola, Missouri, from 1867 to 1871, 
when he returned to Columbus, and became a leading attorney. He was 
elected prosecuting attorney of Franklin county in 1874, and re-elected In 
1876, and held many local offices of trust in later years. 
In 1884 he was elected as a Democrat on the tariff reform issue to the 
Forty-ninth congress from the Thirteenth district, Franklin, Fairfield, Hock­ 
ing and Pickaway counties, and was re-elected in 1886 from the Thirteenth 
district, then composed of Franklin, Fairfield, Hocking and Perry; elected 
from the same district in 1888 to the Fifty-first, and was elected to thf 
Fifty-second in 1890 from the Ninth district, Franklin, Madison and Pick­ 
away, and was elected a fifth time in 1892 from the Twelfth district, Franklin 
and Fairfield. He played a conspicuous part in congress during the ter 
years of his service. 
He was appointed on the board of ordnance and fortifications by Pres! 
dent Cleveland, and still retains that position. 
In 1896 he disagreed with th I 
leaders of his party on the money question, and supported John M. Palmei 
for the presidency on the single gold standard platform. 


JA C O B ROMEIS. 
Jacob Romeis of Toledo was born in Welsenbach, Kingdom of Bavaria, 
Germany, Dec. I, 1835. He attended the v.llage schools until April, 1847, 
when he migrated with his parents to the United States, and attended the 
public schools in Buffalo, New York, until 1850. 
He removed from Buffalo 
to Toledo, and in 1856 engaged in railroad and shipping business. He was 
elected to the board of alderman of Toledo in 1874 and 1870, and was presi­ 
dent of the board in 1877. In 1879 he was elected mayor of the city and 
re-elected in 1881, and again in 1883. 
He was elected, as a Republican, to the Forty-ninth congress in 1884 
from the Tenth district, Lucas, Erie, Ottawa and Sandusky counties, and 
re-elected to the Fiftieth from the Tenth district in 1886, composed of the 
counties of Lucas, Erie, Ottawa and Sandusky. 


ELI HU 
S. WILLIAMS. 
Captain Elihu S. Williams of Troy was born in Bethel township, Clark 
county, Ohio, Jan. 24, 1835. He attended the common schools and Antioch 
college; read law in Dayton and w’as admitted to the bar. He enlisted as 
a private soldier in the Seventy-first Ohio volunteer infantry; commissioned 
first lieutenant Feb. 14, 1862; promoted to captain Feb. IO, 1863, and assigned 
to the command of the military post at Carthage, Tennessee, where he 
remained until the close of the war. 
He was attorney general of the Sixth judicial district of Tennessee from 
April, 1865, to 1867. In the latter years he was elected a member of the 
Tennessee house of representatives and served one term. He removed to 
Troy, Ohio, in January, 1875, and entered upon the practice of law, and 
afterward became interested in a newspaper. 
He was elected to the Fiftieth congress, as a Republican, in 1886, from 
the Third district, Miami, Montgomery and Preble counties, and was re­ 
elected to tile Fifty-first in 1888, from the same district. At the end of his 
congressional terms he resumed the practice of his profession at Troy, where 
he is still one the most active and prominent citizens of the city. 


C H A R L E S H. GRO SV EN OR . 
General Charles Henry Grosvenor of Athens was born in Pomfret, Wind* 
ham county, Connecticut, Sept. 23, 1833, of distinguished Revolutionary stook 
his grandfather, Francis Grosvenor, 
having commanded the Second Con­ 
necticut regiment. 
His father, Peter 
Grosvenor, was major of the Tenth 
Connecticut in the war of 1812. 
In 1838 he came with his father to 
Athens county, Ohio. School facilities 
were limited, and young 
Grosvenor 
was compelled to pick up an education 
as opportunities offered in the sparsely 
settled neighborhood. 
He managed, 
however, to secure a fair 
education, 
and in 1857 was admitted to the bar, 
and became one of the most successful 
lawyers in Southern Ohio. 
He entered the military in July, 
1861, and was mustered out in Novem­ 
ber, 1865. He was major, Lieutenant- 
celonel, colonel and brevet brigadier 
general and commanded a brigade at 
the battle of Nashville. 
He served as a member of the Ohio 
House of Representatives from 1874 
to 1878, and was speaker of the house of representatives during his second 
term. He has always been a Republican of the aggressive type. He was 
chosen presidential elector In 1872 and 1880, and was for many years a trus­ 
tee of the Soldiers’ and Sailors' Orphans’ home at Xenia, Ohio. 
He was elected to the Forty-ninth congress in ISSI from the Fourteenth 
district, Athens, Gallia, Meigs, Morgan and Perry counties: to the Fiftieth, 
ta 1886, from the Fifteenth district, Athens, Meigs, Morgan, Washington 
and Monroe; to the Fifty-first, in 1888, from the same district; failed of a 
nomination, because of r< districting, in 1890, aud was elec ted to the Fifty- 
third, In 1892, from the Eleventh district, consisting of Athens, Meigs, Vin­ 
ton, Ross, Hocking and Perry counties, and from tile same district to the 
Fifty-fourth, in 1894; the Fifty-fifth, in 1896, and the Fifty-sixth, in 1898. 
During the last IO years of the century he was one of tho most influential 
Republican leaders from the middle states on the floor of the house. 


ISAAC lf. TA YLO R. 
Isaac Hamilton Taylor of Carrollton was born near New* Harrisburg, 
Carroll county, Ohio, April 18, 1840, and was educated In the public and 
academic schools, studied law and was admitted to the bar, and was clerk 
of the court of Carroll county from January, 1870, to February, 1877. 
He was elected to the Forty-ninth congress, as a Republican, In 1884, 
from the Eighteenth district, Carroll, Columbiana, Harrison, Jefferson and 
Mahoning counties, and served one term. In 1891 he was elected a Judge 
of the court of common pleas for the Ninth judicial district, was re-elected 
Va L8&& and holds that position in 1899, 'his second term extending to 1901

BRYAN ANSWERED. 


HIS QUESTIONS AT LAPORTE, IND., 
PULLY COVERED. 


T h . 
Humbug of HI* Attitude ss to tho 
Phllipolno. Pully 
Show. 
Up by the 
Pe relief lu North Ceroline aud Louis­ 
iana With Colored V ter.. 
Mr. Bryan made a speech at Laporte, 
Ind., on September I. He had but one 
minute, and he employed it In sug­ 
gesting two questions to those who de­ 
fend the natural expansion 
of 
the 
country and the retention of the Phil­ 
ippines. Said he: "Ask them whether 
the Filipino is to be a citizen or a 
subject. 
If he is to be a citizen, he 
must share with us in the destinies of 
this nation. 
If he Is to be a subject, 
we must change our form of govern­ 
ment." 
Mr. Bryan's question can be return­ 
ed to himself for an answer. Are the 
negroes, disfranchised by the "grand­ 
father clause” in the constitutions of 
Louisiana or North Carolina, citizens 
or subjects? They cannot be citizens, 
because they are not allowed the right 
to vote, 
lf Mr. Bryan's dilemma is 
true, then they are subjects. There­ 
fore, according to Mr. Bryan’s own 
words, we must change our form of 
government. 
We wish to ask Mr. Bryan whether 
imperialism, as we see it exemplified 
in North Carolina and Louisiana, is 
not exactly the same as that to which 
he objects in the Philippines? Is our 
policy in th© Philippines fraught with 
any more danger to our form of gov­ 
ernment than the 
policy which the 
Democratic party is carrying into ef­ 
fect in the southern states? Is the dis­ 
franchisement of the negroes of the 
south any less a violation of that pre­ 
cept of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, which declares, "All govern­ 
ments derive their Just powers from 
the consent of the governed,” than la 
the government we are setting up in 
the Philippines today? 
Furthermore, 
every 
opportunity 
should be taken where Mr. Bryan 
speaks In Ohio or elsewhere, to de­ 
mand of him. in the light of the above. 


been constitutionally disfranchised, he 
is still a citizen, or whether he is a 
subject? 
In point of fact, no such dilemma 
exists in the Philippines as Mr. Bryan 
sets forth. 
In every town or city in 
the islands where the insurrection has 
been subdued, the Filipinos enjoy full 
self-government. 
They have elected 
their own presidents and other inferior 
officers. 
They have the full right of 
suffrage for their 
own government. 
Their own elected officers disburse the 
money for that locality. As much can 
not be said for the negroes of the 
south. They have no vote at all—sot 
even for county or township officials. 
Mr. Bryan is simply holding up a bug­ 
aboo to frighten voters.

cry in 1863 and ’64 against Lincoln— 
a man whom Mr. Bryan now lauds.

RAILROAD EARNINGS. 


T h e y s h o w C lea rly th e O en era l 
Pro*, 
perlty o f th e Nation. 
One of the clearest gauge# as to the 
general prosperity of the country, has 
always been in the earnings of the 
railroads, particularly when the re­ 
ports covered the entire country. 
In 
the first half of 1899, 172 roads reported 
net earnings of $155,750,000, and the 
first half of the present year the net 
earnings amount to about $187,000,000. 
This comparison is still stronger when 
made and extended back five years. The 
gaiu In both gross and net earnings 
for five years makes a remarkable ex­ 
hibit. 
In the first half of 1895 the 
gross earnings of 177 roads were $381,- 
778.000. For the first half of 1900 the 
earnings of the 177 
roads, 
although 
not exactly the ail me roads, were $611,- 
250.000, an increase of $229,475,000. The 
net earnings of the same roads in 1895 
were $109,800,000, and in 1900 $186,998,- 
000, an increase of $77,182,000. Most of 
the roads Included in this last were 
able to earn fixed charges and some of 
them dividends on their stocks iu 1895.
